Hampered by lack of funds, but 
eager to form a creditable musical or­ 
ganization, members of the Citizens’ 
Band, of Gettysburg, will shortly be­ 
gin the solicitation of funds for addi­ 
tional instrum ents, uniforms and other 
equipment needed to bring the band 
on a par with sim ilar organizations in 
neighboring towns and cities.

In rais­ 
ing money for the band, efforts will be 
made to secure $1 each from young, 
single men, who are usually missed in 
other drives for funds. 
Seek 500 Backers 
It is the hope of those conducting 
the cami>aign that 500 young men in 
the community will each year under- 
wTite the expenses of the band to the 
extent of $500. 
“ W ith $500 the Citi­ 
zens’ Band can be enlarged, new- uni­ 
forms and other much-needed equip­ 
ment can be purchased, and the or­ 
ganization made a credit to the com­ 
m unity,” one bandsman declared.

organization, the spokesman said, add­ 
ing th a t a fund of $500 a year can 
make possible all of the aims and 
hopes of the organization.
